The effect o f this is to 
limit Germ any’s military 
strength 
to 
less than the number o f men Switzer­ 
land has in her army. 
Other pro visio ns in the military term s 
limit the arms and munitio ns Germany

1 0 0 .0 0 0 men, and all tHe* remainder must 
be delivered o ver o r destro yed. The Ger­ 
man fo rts alo ng the R hine also m ust be 
destro yed. 
The imperial general Staff 
is abo lished as the result o f reducing 
the fo rce.

As against this Llo yd Geo rge pro po s­ 
ed to fix the enlistm ent term at tw elve 
years. 
Marshal Fo eh embo died this In 
his repo rt, which pro po sed an army o f 
140.000 men, hut

ing this figure to 100,000.

beetles in the U nited States. 
It is 
t he larvae of g r ub of these beetles 
t ha t really do the mischief. The la r­ 
vae of one these carpet beetles 
has 
come to> be kn o w n us the buffalo 
m oth. 
It was first noted as a serious 
pest in this co un try a bout 1 84 7. 
It 
is an especial pest in m useums, caus­ 
ing considerable in jury to specimens. 
‘‘The adult insect is a small beetle 
about, three-sixteenths of an inch in 
length, black, spotted with white and 
red. 
These beetles feed on the pollen 
of flowers, on spirea and wild che rry 
blossoms. , T he eggs are laid by the 
beetle am o n g the fiber of cloth upon 
w hich later the larvae will feed. T hey 
ha t c h in ten day s or two weeks. T he 
earliest, beetle appe a rs in tlie tall, 
usually in October, and contin ues lo 
a ppe a r in well w arm ed houses all 
d ur i n g the w inter a n d spring months. 
“ This insect will alway s lie hard to 
control if* houses which have carpets 
tacked to the floor. 
It is said a solu­ 
tio n of 60 g rains of corrosive s ub­ 
lim ate, dissolved in one pint of a l­ 
cohol put along t he edgs o f/rug s and 
ca rpets will poison the larvae. They 
m a y be trappe d by 
placing 
small 
pieces of red flannel in closets. 
F irst 
of ail it should be understo od tha t 
t he odor of c a m pho r balls, c e d a r or 
n a pt hali n e have no killing effect on 
t he moth. 
Sunlight and air a re the 
best protection from moths. 
“ Insect pests alone it! this country 
cause a lo s of over a billion dollars 
a n n ua l l y .”
